It details the recovery of the S.S. Cen- 
tral America, which was loaded with tons of gold coins and 
bars from the California Gold Rush when it sank off the 
North Carolina coast in 1857. Kinder provides a lot of 
background information on the Gold Rush, the economic 
repercussions of the loss of this huge quantity of gold, and 
the underwater exploration involved in recovering the ma- 
terial. Carol can hardly wait to see the replica of the ship at 
the ANA World’s Fair of Money® 2000 in Philadelphia 
this August. 

The ANA Coin Cruise really is a great chance to work 
and play at the same time. I hope more dealers and col- 
lectors will join us on the next one. For Carol and me, it 
was a chance to renew old friendships, build new ones 
and recharge our batteries. •

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A State Quarter Diary 


I ’M just CRAZY about the 50 
State Quarters™. Since they de- 
buted last year, I’ve kept a record of 
how many I’ve seen, and when and 
where they appeared. As my collec- 
tion of quarters grows, so do the sto- 
ries surrounding them. 

8 February 1999: At a Cub Scout 
banquet, John Philip Thurn, an exchange student from 
Germany, gives me the first Delaware quarter I have 
seen. The other people at our table want to know about 
it and the new program. 

23 February 1999: The cafeteria at the University of 
Detroit Mercy, where I work in the chemistry depart- 
ment, has some of the new Delawares. The cashier and I 
talk about them for a bit, and she gives me two in change. 

12 March 1999: I ask a young man working at Little 
Caesars® pizza if any of the new quarters have surfaced. 
He says he’s seen the ones with “Paul Revere on the 
back.” I just take my pizzas and leave quietly, thinking 
maybe Caesar Rodney’s name on the reverse should have 
been in bigger letters. 

18 March 1999: Jack Gillespie (a good friend and the 
glassblower in the chemistry department) and I debate 
whether the new quarters are lighter than the old ones. I 
weigh a few of each on the analytical balance in my lab 
and find the new ones are 30 milligrams lighter. 

16 April 1999: 1 get both a Delaware and a Pennsylva- 
nia quarter in change at the CITGO gas station on the 
corner of Crooks and 12 Mile Road — the first time I 
have received two different quarters in one transaction. 

25 June 1999: Jane Schley, the Chemistry Depart- 
ment secretary, gives me a New Jersey quarter — the first 
I have seen. 

27 July 1999: My oldest son, David, and I receive our 
first New Jersey quarter in change while buying goodies 
and patches at the trading post at Boy Scout camp. 

17 August 1999: My other son, Christian, and I re- 
ceive a New Jersey quarter in change from a vending ma- 
chine at the physical therapist’s office. Later in the day, 
David and I are buying some compact disks at a local 
music store. I see a Pennsylvania quarter in the till and 
ask for it as part of my change. The clerk picks up a New 


Jersey quarter and says, “You mean 
this?” I reply, “That’ll do,” and 
pocket the New Jersey. Evidently, 
the rest of country is not quite as en- 
thralled as my sons and I. 

19 August 1999: I find a P-Mint 
Pennsylvania quarter in the change 
compartment in my car and have no 
recollection of how it got there. I’ve done a bit of travel- 
ing this summer — to Pittsburgh, Chicago and Washing- 
ton, D.C. — so I passed through a lot of toll booths. 

4 September 1999: While paying for gas at the 
CITGO station, the station manager says to me, “You al- 
ways want the new quarters. I saw some of the ‘peach’ 
ones, but all I have is this.” He gives me a New Jersey in 
change. It’s nice to know folks are keeping an eye on 
their change for me. 

18 September 1999: My neighbor shows me two 
Georgia quarters he’s setting aside for his kids; my secre- 
tary says she has found three and is keeping them, and a 
friend at work tells me he already spent one. Everyone 
seems to have Georgia quarters but me! Is this some kind 
of conspiracy? 

23 September 1999: I stop by a fast-food restaurant 
for lunch. The young man at the drive-up window gives 
me my change . . . and my first Georgia quarter (this one 
with a “D” mintmark)! Upon arriving home that night, I 
announce, “Guess what I got in change today?” My son 
David says, “A Georgia quarter? Oh, I forgot to tell you, 
I got one a few days ago. I think I spent it on lunch.” 

26 September 1999: I receive a Georgia quarter in 
change at the university bookstore. It’s feast or famine! 

15 October 1999: I ask the young man working at a 
Pizza Hut® if he has seen any of the Connecticut quar- 
ters.

Assay Commission May 
Be Recalled to Action 

Pending Congressional legislation 
calls for reinstatement of the United 
States Assay Commission, which 
verified the weights of American 
gold and silver coins from 1792 to 
1977. H.R. 3866, introduced by 
Representative Steven Rothman (D- 
New Jersey), also provides for the 
establishment of an annual test to in- 
sure the standardized production of 
precious-metal coins, a process that 
was resumed in 1982 with the silver 
George Washington commemora- 
tive half dollar. 

Sacagawea Dollar 
Loses Golden Glow 

Christened the “golden dollar,” the 
Sacagawea coin is showing evidence 
of fingerprints and discoloration, 
ranging from a whitish cast to a 
brown tarnish. However, the slight 
change in color does not come as a 
surprise to the United States Mint. 
The coin’s composition is a blend of 
copper, brass and manganese. Ac- 
cording to Acting Mint Director 
John Mitchell, the manganese, 
which provides the golden color, is 
chemically “unpredictable.” 

Bags of 1999 Half Dollars 
Not Yet Available 

Mint-sewn bags of 1999-P and -D 
Kennedy half dollars, holding 2,000 
coins each, are in great demand. 
Collectors will have to exercise pa-

of 1999) will not fdter into the mar- 
ket until all the previous year’s inven- 
tories of half dollars are exhausted. 

The Federal Reserve Board, 
which oversees the 12 Federal Re- 
serve District Banks, strictly en- 
forces a shipping policy of “first in, 
first out,” according to Federal Re- 
serve spokesman David Skidmore. 
Coinage of a particular date and de- 
nomination cannot be specified for 
shipment; thus, collector requests 
cannot be filled for a few months. 

Clinton Uses Birch Cent 
to Make a Point 

A 1792 Birch cent, valued at $300, 000 
and borrowed from the Smithsonian 
Institution, served as an effective 
visual aid for President Bill Clinton’s 
speech at the National Medal of 
Science Awards ceremony at the 
White House on March 14. Clinton 
announced an innovative agreement 
between the United States and the 
United Kingdom to set an example 
for the rest of the world by univer- 
sally sharing DNA-sequencing data. 
Holding up the Birch cent, Clinton 
remarked that the inscription on 
the obverse— LIBERTY, PARENT 
OF SCIENCE & INDUSTRY— exem- 


plified the high ideals expressed by 
this country’s founding fathers. 
“And we could put the same inscrip- 
tion on your medals today,” the 
President remarked. 

Central America Treasure 
Sells at Record Speed 

As of February 28, more than 2,000 
1857-S Coronet double eagles (or 40 
percent of the available stock) sal- 
vaged from the sunken S.S. Central 
America have been sold, according to 
Dwight Manley, managing partner 
of California Gold Group LLC of 
Newport Beach, California. “We’re 
actually five months ahead of sched- 
ule because of the unprecedented 
demand for these coins,” he notes. 
The company bought the $100 mil- 
lion treasure on December 8, 1999, 
from the beleaguered Columbus- 
America Discovery Group amid a 
whirlwind of media attention and 
public inquiry. 

Gold Rush-era coins from the 
famous 1857 shipwreck are going for 
several thousand to tens of thousands 
of dollars apiece. Dealers assisting 
with sales include Blanchard and 
Company of New Orleans (800/880- 
4653); Bowers and Merena Galleries 
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of Wolfeboro, New Hampshire 
(800/458-4646); and David Hall’s 
North American Trading of Santa

New $10 Note Launched 

Treasury Secretary Lawrence H. 
Summers initiated production of a 
redesigned $10 note at a ceremony 
at the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing on March 23. The new bill 
incorporates features to protect 
against counterfeiting, including a 
larger, off-center portrait of Alexan- 
der Hamilton; a watermark render- 
ing of the portrait; fine-line printing 
patterns; polymer security thread; 
color-shifting ink; microprinting; 
Federal Reserve indicators in the 
seal; a letter added to the serial num- 
ber; and easy-to-read numerals on 
the back. “The public is our first line 
of defense against counterfeiting,” 
Secretary Summers said. “If every- 
one checks the money that passes 
through their hands, it will put 
counterfeiters out of business.” 



The new $10 note, launched on March 
23 by the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, was redesigned to protect 
against counterfeiting and incorpo- 
rates a number of security features, 
including an off-center portrait of 
Alexander Hamilton, color-shifting ink 
and microprinting.

Purchasing Coins 
on the Internet 


More and more collectors are finding that shopping 
for coins and other numismatic items on their home 
computers is easy, fun and affordable.

P ERHAPS THE GREATEST influence on the coin market 
today is the Internet. It has done for the numismatic hobby 
what nothing else has — made it easier and more acces- 
sible. It has broadened collectors’ reach and improved 
communication between dealers and their clients. While 
some hobbyists might consider the Internet an enemy of the traditional 
coin shop and numismatic convention, no one can argue the fact that the 
web is invigorating the hobby in a big way and will continue to do so for 
the next decade. 

In my experience on the Internet, I have picked up some tips that 
might be of use to collectors. I share them with you here in the hopes 
they will make your Internet collecting experience as enjoyable and re- 
warding as it should be. 

Know the Web Site 

The Internet features many web sites devoted to or associated 
with the coin-collecting hobby. They are created and supported by many 
different groups: auction firms, grading companies, numismatic organi- 
zations and private individuals. Some concentrate on supplying informa- 
tion, while others promote businesses. Commercial sites invariably 
showcase coins for sale in either a gallery or auction format. Many now 
offer “booths” for dealers, which provide links to the sellers and allow 
you to view their inventory. The assortment of material for sale is mind- 
boggling — much like being at a major convention! 

The first time you log on to a site, you might be asked to “register” or 
become a “member.” This generally is easy and takes only a few min- 
utes. Simply type in your name and postal and E-mail addresses, choose 
a username and password, and you are in. Some sites require you to 
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ALL BIDDING WORKS on the honor system. The buyer 
agrees to purchase the item, sending payment within a 
reasonable of amount time. 



provide a major credit-card number for additional identification. Do so 
only if you feel secure about giving out this information. 

Online auctions can be exciting, and a lot of material can be had at 
good prices. Viewing lots is as easy as perusing an auction catalog. Par- 
ticipants bid on items until the appointed closing date and time; the 
highest bidders take the lots. 

All bidding works on the honor system. The buyer agrees to purchase 
the item, sending payment (in reliable funds) within a reasonable amount 
of time. The seller promises to send the purchased item in a timely fash- 
ion and abide hy his published policies with regard to returns and re- 
binds. The failure of either party to follow through can result in a black 
mark on that account.

A “gallery” is, in essence, a coin shop on 
the Internet. Numismatic items are featured 
with set prices; anyone interested in purchas- 
ing can do so by contacting the seller. Many 
sites fund their operations by charging small 
commissions on the items sold. This usually 
is a percentage of the sale, but it also can be a 
flat rate. 

Before buying any coin, be sure to study 
the purchasing policy posted on the web site. 

In most cases, buyer and seller have full re- 
sponsibility for completing the transaction. 

A few web sites serve as middlemen and ac- 
tually hold the items that are for sale. The 
buyer pays the web site provider, who then 
delivers payment to the seller. Once the pur- 
chase has cleared, the provider sends the 
item(s) to the buyer. The buyer and the 
seller have no contact with one another. 

When dealing with a site that serves 
as an intermediary, always check for ship- 
ping and handling charges, as well as sales 
tax. Acquaint yourself with these additional 
charges so you will not be surprised when 
the bill arrives. 

In the name of good business, just about

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all sites and individual sellers accept returns and provide refunds, most 
within a specified period of time. Some sites frown on buyers who reg- 
ularly return items, so be sure to request refunds only if you have a 
good reason. 

Buy What You Know 

This AXIOM HAS proved true since the early days of coin collecting. 
Always know what you are buying. Do the research. Buy the book. If 
your area of expertise is copper-nickel cents of the 1860s, do not pur- 
chase an off-center, capped-die quarter just because the deal sounded 
good. If you are indeed interested in collecting such material, learn 
something about it first through reading and study. 

Almost all commercial sites arrange items by subject and even provide 
search options to narrow the field. The presentation is like that of any 
sale catalog or price list. Take your time. Browse through the lists and 
jot down pieces of interest. 

When you have decided on one, select it with a click of your mouse. 
Generally, another screen appears that offers a description of the item 
(often including the coin’s condition and price, and, if an auction, the 
closing date). Read this information carefully. How thorough is the de- 
scription? What kind of words does the seller use to describe the coin? 
Some sites have only limited space for descriptions, and sellers have no 
choice but to be brief. Do not be led astray by gimmicky phrases and ex- 
aggerations. Purchase a coin because the description is complete and 
provides a mental picture, not because someone makes it out to be more 
than it is. 

Be wary of coins that are not described. The Internet is an extension 
of the sight-unseen market, and buying a coin without a description is 
like buying it blind and in the dark. If you decide to purchase such an 
item, be sure to note the seller’s return policy. (You should have at least a 
week to decide, and returns should be accepted with no questions asked.) 

Although many numismatic sites picture some or all of the items for 
sale, do not rely solely on these images when contemplating a purchase. 
Digitized photographs often don’t capture a coin’s true appearance. 
Small features, such as hairlines and flowlines, may not be discernible, 
and even large contact marks in prime focal areas might not be visible. 
Use such illustrations as a guide, not as the deciding factor. 

Know the Seller 

JUST AS IMPORTANT as knowing what you are buying is knowing who 
you are buying from. As in real life, shady characters lurk on the Inter- 
net, waiting to make hefty profits from unsuspecting customers. But they 
are a small group. The majority of sellers are established names in the 
business or honest people simply trying to make a living.

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This huge silver coin was struck in the Greek colony of Syracuse on the island of Sicily 
about 400 B.C. This decadrachm weighs 43.51 grams of near fine silver and is struck by 
unsigned dies engraved by the famous artist Kimon. The obverse depicts a charioteer 
driving a quadriga at full gallop. Nike is flying above, crowning the driver with a victory 
wreath. Below the exergual line are a military harness, shield, greaves, cuirass and helmet, 
all connected by a horizontal spear. The Greek letters for ATHLA below these objects name 
them as the prize for the victor of the contest. 

The reverse depicts the head of Arethusa in superb classical style. The artistic beauty of 
this coin has made this design one of the most famous of all time. The nymph Arethusa is 
wearing a pendant earring and beaded necklace, with her hair up in a an open weave 
sakkos. Four dolphins swim around her and the city name of Syracuse, behind her head, is 
mostly off the flan. 

This coin is pedigreed back to a Hirsch Auction XXXIV, May 5, 1914 and is the coin, plate 
36-37, in Uomo e Cavallo Sulla Moneta Greca, by Giacosa, and the coin, pi. xxiv, 1 in 
Greek Coins, by Charles Seltman. EF, with smooth perfect surfaces, $37,000.

Computer-Aided 
Identification of 
Coin Varieties 

The author explores a new and innovative method 
for using a home computer and inexpensive software 
to compare die varieties. 



C OLLECTING 18th- and early 19th-century United 
States coins by die varieties has been popular for more 
than 100 years. During the early days of die-variety study, 
coins were relatively inexpensive and routinely were 
purchased at little more than face value. This led individ- 
uals to acquire large quantities of coins that could be compared to one 
another. Having the coins in-hand allowed early 
researchers to write descriptions based on their 
visual comparisons. 

As the popularity of die-variety collecting (and 
the total number of coin collectors) increased in 
the 1940s and ’50s, many of these accumulations 
were disbursed. Today, very few large, personal 
collections are available for die-variety research. 

Enthusiasts study their varieties on a piecemeal 
basis, with minimal, direct comparison and lim- 
ited availability of objective information. Coins 
residing in museum collections generally are in- 
accessible because of the lack of comprehensive 
photographic images, and the extent and market 
value of the holdings. Variety attributions pub- 
lished many years ago may be helpful, but in 
some instances, their accuracy is questionable. 

The use of computer alignment techniques, as 
described here, allows collectors to quantify die-

variety differences and accurately compare specimens without physically 
examining the coins. It also eliminates the inaccuracies that result when 
image scale and photographic angles differ. 

This comparison employs a technique known as “multipoint align- 
ment,” which uses the power of a personal computer to adjust one digital 
coin image until it matches a pre-determined “target” image (also called 
the “original” or “base” image). The method is similar to laying one 
photograph over another on a light box, then moving it around until the 
images more or less coincide. 

However, multipoint alignment is much more flexible and accurate, 
and enables the user to precisely align key elements. The images do not 
have to be the same size or have the same digital resolution. They can be 
rotated independently and even somewhat distorted. The result is a 
composite image that clearly shows the differences between the two 
coins with sub-millimeter accuracy. 

Getting Started 

The software used to create the alignment samples in this article is 
Picture Window Pro® (Version 2.5), produced by Digital Light &

OBSERVATIONS 

The portraits of Liberty gener- 
ally coincide. 

COMMENTS 

With the possible exception of some re-touching, the two por- 
traits appear to be the same. This suggests that the Mint used a 
single portrait for both dies. 

The position of the denticles in 
relation to the portraits differs. 

The denticles and the portrait likely were impressed into the 
die separately. 

Some, but not all, of the stars are 
aligned. 

Minor differences in both position and rotation suggest that the 
stars were punched into the die individually, but that some type 
of device or method was used to place them with some accuracy. 

The first three digits of the dates 
(“183”) appear to be identically 
spaced, but not perfectly aligned. 

A single punch probably was used to impress the first three digits 
into the die. The punch may have been rotated in each instance, 
explaining the slight misalignment. 

The last digit of the dates (“7”) is 
not aligned. 

The last digit likely was punched in separately.

Box 382908, Cambridge, MA 02238, www.dl-c.com O You will need an 
Intel-based personal computer and access to a flat-bed scanner. The 
scanner is used to digitally capture a coin image, either from the actual 
specimen or a photograph. Although images taken from the World 
Wide Web (at 72 dpi) are usable, pictures with a resolution of 300 dpi or 
greater will produce better composite images and more accurate results. 

Mastering Multipoint Alignment 

To ILLUSTRATE THE process of multipoint alignment, let’s consider 
two 1837 half dollars. First open the two scanned images, selecting the 
best as your “target.” The software automatically places alignment 
points in three corners of the image window. 

Next, designate several additional points on the target image. These 
should be placed on portions of the design that are visible on both highl- 
and low-grade specimens. In most cases, this is the portrait, since it 
usually was impressed into the working die from one punch. Protected 
areas of the portrait are preferred, as they likely did not require hand 
tooling when the die was created and thus probably are the same for 
each working die. 

Locate the same reference and alignment points on the “overlay” (or 
“source”) image. The position of these reference points determines the 
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COINS THAT SHARE only a superficial resemblance, such 
as Type I and II Standing Liberty quarters, make poor 
subjects, since virtually every design element differs.

accuracy of the overall alignment of the two coins. (Complications can 
arise if the coins in question are damaged or if only poor-quality or 
low-resolution images are available.) 

Once the corresponding reference points have been placed 
on the target and overlay coins, the software electronically 
adjusts the overlay image until all the reference points 
coincide. The two then are combined to form a single 
image, or “composite.” For this study, the density (or 
“opacity”) of the overlay image was reduced to 56 per- 
cent.This allows the components of the target coin to 
show through. 

In the composite, the differences between the two 1837 
half dollars are readily apparent. Note the date area. The 
numerals “183” are closely aligned (although the style ap- 
pears to be slightly different). However, there is a substantial 
difference in the position of the “7s.” The table on page 499 
summarizes the overall findings. A more systematic examination 
may reveal additional distinctions between the dies. 


The Best Coins for Research 

The MULTIPOINT ALIGNMENT technique tends to work better with 
some coins than others. The best results are obtained when the coins 
being compared share one or more identical features. As mentioned, the 
portrait often is a good reference area; differences are more likely to 
show up in the position of stars, numerals and letters relative to the por- 
trait. Coins that share only a superficial resemblance, such as Type I and 
II Standing Liberty quarters, make poor subjects, since virtually every 
design element differs. 


Thanks TO POWERFUL personal computers and inexpensive com- 
mercial software, variety collectors now have a new method of analysis. 
Use of multipoint alignment is sure to improve accuracy and also may 
shed more light on die-emission sequence and other details of Mint op- 
eration in the 18th and early 19th centuries. •

During World War II, internment camps on the Isle

I N December 1998, after traveling from Coe College in Iowa 
to observe a neutron-scattering experiment at the Rutherford 
Appleton Lab near Harwell, England, we went to the Isle of 
Man for a numismatic research extravaganza. Our purpose was 
to investigate the money, mainly paper currency, that was used 
at various internment camps on the island during World War II. We 
spent five days in this pursuit and found fantastic information. Join us as 
we relate some of the adventures and material we found. 

Clouds of War 

The German attack on Poland on September 1, 1939, led Britain 
and France to declare war against Germany just a few days later. Initially, 
tens of thousands of enemy aliens, including significant numbers of 
refugees from the Nazi regime, were allowed to continue living in Britain 
more or less as before. However, when the threat of invasion became real 
in the spring of 1940, the British government organized internment camps, 
including many on the Isle of Man. According to Ernest Quarmby, in his 
superlative numismatic account of Manx money entitled Banknotes and 
Banking on the Isle of Man: A Guide for Historians and Collectors (Second Edi- 
tion), 1 1 camps were situated on the island. These included seven locations 
in the city of Douglas: Central, Granville, Hutchinson, Metropole, Palace, 
Regent and Sefton. Other camps were Mooragh in Ramsey, Onchan near 
Douglas, Peveril in Peel, and Rushen in Port Erin. 

Most of these internment centers are known to have issued distinctive 
paper currency, and in at least one case, coins were used as well. The intem-

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ment camps, which came into and went out of existence until the war’s 
end, often were utilized to house prisoners of war toward the end of the 
conflict. Today camp monies are numismatic reminders of this bygone era. 

We went to the Isle of Man in search of information on this period, 
and we were not disappointed. The Isle of Man, in the middle of the 
Irish Sea, is a crown dependency and not officially a part of the United 
Kingdom. It claims the world’s oldest continuously operating parlia- 
ment — Tynwold, which still meets. Approximately 30 miles long and 10 
miles wide, the island is home to 72,000 people. (However, Manx, or peo- 
ple who trace their ancestry to the Isle, now are a minority.) 

Before leaving Iowa, we received help from Yvonne Cresswell of the 
Manx Museum in securing accommodations at the Rangemore guest 
house, located near the museum. (This proved to he a fine, reasonably 
priced center of operations.) We flew to the Isle from London on De- 
cember 16. Before calling at the museum, we took a quick walk along 
Douglas Promenade, which winds along the sea for several miles. We 
immediately found a camp location — the Sefton Hotel, whose World 
War II numismatic legacy recently was discovered in the form of scrip. 

Later we met Cresswell and began to examine the museum’s fine col- 
lection of camp notes. Indeed, this currency forms the basis for the 
analysis of camp currency presented in Quarmby’s book. We soon dis- 
covered a previously unreported note from the Peveril camp! 

Also, we were given a map with the locations of the Douglas camp 
sites clearly delineated. The following day, we walked from the Granville 
to the Metropole camps, going roughly northeast around the prome- 
nade. Simply put, small clusters of buildings from this Victorian-era 
resort were converted into internment areas. Thus, each camp consisted 
of groupings of a few to several dozen small hotels and flats. As it turns 
out, most of these buildings still exist, and many continue to function as 
guest houses. 

A Pleasant Surprise 

It WAS A long walk for two out-of-shape numismatic researchers. We 
decided to take a cab back and hit upon the idea of telephoning for one

that this site had been an internment and prisoner-of- 
war camp almost 60 years before.

from the Metropole Hotel. We entered the shabby, dark building. The 
manager shuffled out to greet us. However, before requesting a tele- 
phone, we asked the aged concierge if he was aware that this site had 
been an internment and prisoner-of-war camp almost 60 years before. 
“Yes,” he replied. Encouraged, we cursorily asked if 
he could direct us to any documents from that pe- 
riod. Once again, “y es ” was his answer. 

He explained that the staff had been cleaning un- 
der the floorboards upstairs and recently found some 
old papers from the ’40s. Would we be interested in 
seeing them? Imagine our little hearts going at 200 
beats per minute! He went off and came back with a 
plastic bag filled with newspapers, paper fragments 
and the like. The newspapers turned out to be origi- 
nal German prisoner-of-war editions printed in Lon- 
don during the summer and fall of 1945. There also 
was wrapping paper from a parcel of cake from the 
German Red Cross and a book produced by the 
YMCA for German prisoners of war. For us, it was a 
heady moment.

Museum Archives 

We CONTINUED ON to the Manx Museum, where 
the senior member of our research team (Feller) gave 
a talk on the general topic of World War II intern- 
ment camp money. This was followed by a delightful 
afternoon of sightseeing at two, local tourist sites: the 
Great Laxey Wheel (a massive, antique water pump) 
and the Isle of Man Steam Railway works in Douglas. 

The next few days were spent at the museum care- 
fully recording serial numbers, varieties, overprints 
and the like from the museum’s collection of camp 
money. We were pleased to discover ancillary infor- 
mation in archived interviews of Isle of Man in- 
ternees conducted by London’s Imperial War Mu- 
seum. These interviews provided fascinating details 
about the use of money in the camps. For example, 
Professor Hellmuth Weissenborn, a Hutchinson 
camp “resident,” noted: 
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“AS I SAY, they had good rations, and they had shops. 
They were able to buy. ... I think they were given a 
small amount of pocket money ...”

Money didn’t matter much because actually you didn’t need any money. As 
I was a cook, I even got paid — I think it was six pence a day which today 
sounds nothing but in the camp it accumulated and as you had hardly any 
chance to spend it except in the canteen for cigarettes or little items. But 
then in the canteen I realized that I could pay by cheque. So although I 
didn’t have my chequebook on me but there was a man who ran the can- 
teen — he was a business man. And I said “Look what can I do?” He said, 
“Oh have you got a bank account?” I said, “Yes.” “Oh then just write it in a 
piece of paper,” he said “they accept it.” So I did and I was amazed it 
worked. So I could buy anything what I liked really after that. Items which 
could be useful for the kitchen or cigarettes or similar items.

The Reverend Canon J. Duffield, who helped at the Onchan camp, 
also commented on camp commerce: 

As I say, they had good rations, and they had shops. They were able to buy 
. . . I’ve got the catalog of prices which you may like to see. Special coinage 
which unfortunately then I never collected and souvenirs and so the prices 
were ... I think they were given a small amount of pocket money but a 
lot of them had money when they came. I think they would be given a cer- 
tain amount. 

The Onchan Pioneei r was this camp’s community newspaper and, as such, 
a wonderful source of both sociological and numismatic information. 
Original copies were available at the Manx Museum and provided this 
interesting tidbit from the June 8, 1941, edition: 


The Lancashire Numismatic Society has presented a set of Onchan Camp 
money to the British Museum as Manchester Guardian of June 6th reports. 
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“THE CANTEEN WAS a very important part of the 
operation as the canteen made profits . . . [and] at least 
sixty percent [was] given to . . . administration.” 


Canteen Commerce 

Ludwig Spiro served as head of the post office at the Onchan 
camp. His observations in this interview provided a new slant: 

The canteen was a very important part of the operation as the canteen made 
profits. And one had to endeavor, not always successfully, to ensure that at 
least sixty percent of the canteen profits were given to the camp administra- 
tion, so that the camp administration could employ people. And we found it 
so necessary that everybody who was working for the administration got a 
wage. And the wage consisted of three and six for half day work, and this 
was for the librarian, this was for the postman — of whom we had eighteen

or twenty — this was for people in the hospital who worked four of five 
hours a day. And then there were people who got seven shillings a day. 
There is no doubt that those who could afford it, and I was not one of 
them, didn’t take the seven shillings. But most of us took the seven shillings 
because we had no other income and with those seven shillings one could 
acquire the occasional bar of chocolate, one could buy a certain amount of 
fruit, one could buy things which one thought were helpful in one’s diet 
and in one’s general comfort. This was important because with this money 
we could also aid the less privileged ones. There were quite a number of 
people who then obtained two or three shillings a week extra pocket money 
where age or anything else made the purchase of oranges, or whatever thing 
there was available, desirable. We also used such monies to acquire the sort 
of more luxury medicines, to acquire soap and things like this which went 
beyond the ration which we obtained. This was really the usage of the 
canteen money.

SUBMISSION INSTRUCTIONS 

1 . Be sure to print your name and your ANA number in the space provided on the submission form. 

2. All your coins must be submitted in individual soft flips. However, do not remove a coin from its certified holder if you are submitting the coin under 
NGC’s Crossover, ReGrade, ReHolder, or Designation Review services. 

3. Check the box indicating the Tier or Service desired. You may request only one Tier or Service option per NGC submission form. If you want to submit 
additional coins at a different Tier use a second submission form. For example, if you have five coins to submit under VarietyPlus and five coins under 
EarlyBird, use one submission form for each group of five, and ship both groups with their respective invoices together to the ANA. 

4. In the "Ship To” box, print clearly the address where NGC should ship your coins. In "Ship Via," choose either FedEx (available only if you have a FedEx 
account, and charged to you) or US Postal Service Registered Mail. When you request that NGC return your coins using your FedEx account, your coins 
are insured only to your FedEx account's arranged insurance limits. Check to be sure your FedEx account is fully insured for the dollar amount value of 
the coins you want shipped by FedEx. NGC and the ANA are not responsible for coins shipped on your FedEx account that are underinsured. 

5. List coins you are submitting with date, mintmark, country, denomination, variety (including mint state or proof designation), declared insurance value, and 
the coin's ID number if you are submitting an NGC coin for ReGrade. 

6. To find the Postage Fee add $10 per package plus 25c a coin over 10 coins. (Example: On 15 coins, postage is $1 1 .25). For FedEx delivery, do not fill in 
the Postage Fee box, your account will be billed.

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Thomas Elder's Golden Touch 




T homas Elder wielded 
great influence as a numis- 
matic ambassador. In this 
last in a three-part series, I’ll take a 
look at his role as a hobby promoter. 

Publicity and Promotion 

Elder worked hard to publicize nu- 
mismatics. For example, in 1906 he 
served on the American Numismatic 
and Antiquarian Society’s committee 
to improve the art on our country’s 
coinage, even meeting with Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt about the 
matter. Later, he wrote about the 
subject in his Elder Monthly (ulti- 
mately renamed The Elder Magazine). 

Elder could he quite generous 
when it came to the numismatic 
community. On October 5, 1908, he 
hosted a banquet in New York City 
for ANA members who attended the 
recent convention in Philadelphia. 
Many collectors who had come to 
New York for Elder’s sale of the 
Wilson Collection’s gold rarities and 
other delicacies were invited as well. 
Even super-collector Virgil M. Brand 
was on hand for one of the largest 
and most notable numismatic gath- 
erings held up to that time. 

Elder also was active in the Amer- 
ican Numismatic and Archaeological 
Society. In 1908 he helped found an- 
other organization — the New York 
Numismatic Club, which typically 
held meetings at Keens Chophouse 
and included many members of the 
“old guard” of the American Numis- 
matic Society. Elder’s connection 
with the club was recognized for 
years by his scheduling of coin auc- 
tions on meeting days. 

Elder enjoyed exploring all as- 
pects of the hobby. His article “Col- 


lecting — With Special Reference to 
Coins, Medals and Paper Money” 
appeared in the December 1916 issue

of The Numismatist and included an 
analysis of his passion: 

Collectors as a class are, I believe, 
somewhat misunderstood, and occa- 
sionally maligned. The best type of 
collector is a most valuable member 
of society. By the best collector I 
mean one whose pursuit, study and 
research in connection with his 
hobby have magnified his imagina- 
tive, esthetic, romantic and intellec- 
tual qualities. His wide and varied 
experiences with various odd and 
interesting objects, and his pain- 
staking care of them, have given 
him a remarkable fund of out-of- 
the-way information, as well as pa- 


tience, a sense of order and practi- 
cality. Contrary to current opinion, 
the best collector is far from eccen- 
tric. He is the finest sort of an ex- 
ample of the cultured and refined 
man. Collecting keeps people busy 
at odd moments, and hence keeps 
them out of mischief. It emphasizes 
in no uncertain way that keeping 
young is largely the result of the 
mental attitude . . . Coins and 
medals are always worthy of collec- 
tors’ attention, and, contrary to the 
crude ideas of the public, our sci- 
ence is in nowise an inconsequential 
study — and it has attracted many 
of the world’s best scholars and 
thinkers. Its close relation, since the 
beginning of the seventh century 
B.C., with the best in art and sculp- 
ture, and its intimate relation to his- 
tory, give it first rank among the 
collecting hobbies. Most Ameri- 
cans do not begin to realize that 
coin collecting is the hobby of aris- 
tocratic Europe. Kings, princes, 
princesses, dukes, and earls belong 
to the numismatic societies . . . And 
we know that the royalty have al- 
ways associated with the most bril- 
liant men and women of their time.

Besides these, generals, scientists, 
educators, lawyers and artists of 
highest standing are members. 

A review of Elder’s text, as well as 
other articles of the era, uncovers 
the author’s real enthusiasm for the 
hobby. Many dealers of the time 
demonstrated an unadulterated love 
of numismatics. 

Elder’s Later Years 

Throughout his career, Elder es- 
poused the advantages of collecting. 
He certainly was one of the most 
knowledgeable rare coin dealers of 
his time and probably had a large 
reference library. (However, his vast 
expertise was not always apparent in 
his hastily produced catalogs.) 

Elder was a well-respected profes- 
sional. For example, in S. Hudson 


Chapman’s farewell to the coin busi- 
ness in the February 1929 issue of 
The Numismatist , he named Elder as 
his successor: 

I announce that I will retire from 
business on February 1st, after hav- 
ing been engaged in it for nearly 52 
years. I shall always retain an inter- 
est in the Science of Numismatics, 
as I believe it of great value in the 
study of history ... I have placed 
my stock in the hands of the Elder 
Coin & Curio Corporation of New 
York City for sale by auction with- 
out reserve. 

Elder’s most successful year in busi- 
ness was 1929. He grossed $125,000. 

In his later years, he moved to 
Pleasantville, New York. Elder 
passed away at the age of 7 1 on May 
1 1, 1948. The July issue of The Nu- 
mismatist published the following: 


For over half a century [Elder) had 
been one of the country’s leading 
coin dealers. . . . His love for coins, 
his keen mind, and his dynamic per- 
sonality . . . won for him a coveted 
place in the coin dealing profession. 

He never relinquished it. 

He was a prolific writer and many 
of his articles will be found in past 
volumes of The Numismatist. He 
could, and often did, prepare a 
thousand lot catalogue in 24 hours. 
His memory was so good, even to 
dates, that it was rarely necessary 
for him to consult a reference book. 

Much more could be written 
about Elder, but this series at least 
will serve as an introduction to this 
remarkable dealer and numismatic 
expert who has been hailed as one of 
the “greats” in the hobby. Next 
month, we’ll embark on a new topic 
and a new adventure. •

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Thompson Helped Standardize Currency 


D o you believe the paper 
money you use in business 
is worth its stated value? 
Before the American Civil War, this 
was not always the case. Hundreds 
ot local banks issued paper currency, 
and the good circulated with the 
bad. John Thompson published in- 
formation merchants needed to con- 
duct business and helped influence 
currency reform. 

While some paper money was 
backed by cash reserves and could be 
redeemed at full value, notes from

banks that had closed were worthless, 
and still others were outright coun- 
terfeits. Some paper that was legiti-

mate when printed was circulated 
with fraudulent signatures. 

Merchants had to know the value 
of notes in circulation — what to ac- 
cept and what to reject. Although 
they probably were familiar with 
local banks, it was difficult or impos- 
sible to know the value of notes is- 
sued in distant parts of the country. 
Scoundrels took advantage of the 
situation by acquiring bad paper and 
passing it in other cities. 

Collectors of United States paper 
money often refer to the privately is- 
sued currency of 1800 to 1865 as 
“broken bank notes.” The implica- 
tion is that many of the banks went 
broke; however, some retained their 
value. “Wildcat notes” were issued 
in remote parts of the country where 
redemption was difficult. Brokerage 
houses bought and sold paper 
money, charging for the service or 
discounting the notes’ value. 

Currency expert John Thompson 
was born on November 2, 1802, in 
Partridgeville (now Peru), Berkshire 
County, Massachusetts. His father 
was Amherst Thompson, a prosper- 
ous farmer; his mother was the for- 
mer Sarah Clarke. 


Until he was 19, Thompson worked 
on the family farm during the grow- 
ing season and attended school in 
the winter. His education at Harley 
Academy helped secure him a teach- 
ing position in Albany, New York. 
John married Electra Ferris in 1829; 
they had one daughter and two sons. 

With his earnings as an agent with 
the firm of Yates and McIntyre (sell- 
ing lottery tickets for the benefit of 
Union College), Thompson opened 
a brokerage house on Wall Street in 
New York City in 1833. There he 
learned the business of currency ex- 
change and developed standards re- 
garding the value of various issues of 
paper currency. 

Thompson’s opinions, as expressed 
in his publications, were not uni- 
versally popular, and he occasion- 
ally found himself under attack 
by bankers and the press. In 1838 he 
filed a blackmail lawsuit against 
Moses Y. Beach, owner of the New 
York Sun. The jury quickly found 
for Thompson and awarded him 
$10,000, the full amount of his claim. 

In 1842 he began publishing a 
weekly guide, Thompson's Bank Note 
and Commercial Reporter , which pro- 
vided descriptions of authentic notes 
and their counterfeits, and quota- 
tions for discount rates and rates of 
exchange. It was the standard refer- 
ence of its time, and weekly circula- 
tion reached more than 125,000. 

In 1849 Thompson published a 
60-page booklet, The Autographical 
Counterfeit Detector Containing Fac- 
simile Signatures of the President and 
Cashier of Nearly Every Bank in the 
United States. Though it was a re- 
source for merchants and bankers, 
the booklet could just as easily have 
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been used by counterfeiters to im- 
prove their products. He also pub- 
lished Thompson ’s Coin Chart Manual 
in 1853. 

Thompson’s opinions on currency 
reform came to the attention of Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Salmon P. 
Chase and President Abraham Lin- 
coln. Partially as the result of his in- 
fluence, the National Bank Act was 
passed in 1863. 

In an effort to finance the Civil 
War, a tax was imposed on remain- 
ing state bank notes, effectively driv- 
ing them out of circulation. An Act 
of July 17, 1861, allowed the govern- 
ment to print $60 million in paper 
money as “demand notes.” These 
were not redeemable for coin or bul- 
lion, but were declared “Receivable 
in Payment of all Public Dues.” The 
first “legal tender” notes are dated 


March 10, 1862. All paper money 
issued by authority of the govern- 
ment still is worth its face value. 

Thompson received the first char- 
ter for a National Bank. Founded in 
1863, the First National Bank in 
New York City was owned by John 
and his sons Samuel and Frederick. 
In 1873 the Thompsons sold out, but 
John remained president until 1877. 

The National Bank Act allowed 
banks to issue paper money for 
amounts up to 90-percent of the 
value being secured by federal bonds 
held in reserve. It supported the 
United States Treasury by encour- 
aging banks to put their deposits 
into federal bonds, shifting the 
burden of trust from local banks or 
bankers to the federal government. 

At age 75, Thompson joined with 
his sons to found Chase National 


Bank, a name chosen as a tribute to 
the late Treasury Secretary. After 
the death of his son Samuel in 1 884, 
John became bank president. 

A strong advocate of silver, John 
Thompson didn’t live to see the full 
impact of the silver movement. He 
died on November 19, 1891. 

Chase National Bank holds an im- 
portant place in numismatic history. 
In 1928 it acquired the extensive col- 
lection of Farran Zerbe that had 
been shown as his “Money of the 
World” exhibit at banks and several 
national expositions. The Chase 
Manhattan Bank Money Museum 
was located in Rockefeller Center in 
New York City. The exhibit closed 
in 1978, and the collection was do- 
nated to the National Numismatic 
Collection at the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution in 1980. • 
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Common Token Tied to National Holiday 


O NE OF THE most fascinat- 
ing aspects of token collect- 
ing is that a seemingly in- 
significant piece sometimes has an 
interesting story related to its is- 
suance or issuer. Such is the case 
with the subject of this installment. 

Henry C. Welles, a druggist and 
bookseller in Waterloo, New York, 
issued a small, copper “business 
card” token dated 1861, part of the 
series of Civil War merchant tokens. 
Listed as NY 940-A-la by George 
and Melvin Fuld in their standard 
reference U.S. Civil War Store Cards , 
it is designated Rarity 3, which 
means that quite a few of the pieces 
are in collectors’ hands. 

(The Fulds list three other tokens 
issued by Welles. One is similar to 
the piece illustrated here, but with- 
out a date on the reverse [this issue 
has two minor die varieties]. The 
other, a much rarer type, does not 
include Welles’ occupations.) 

I started collecting Civil War to- 
kens 40 years ago, and it wasn’t long 
before I acquired one of Henry 
Welles’ tokens. In the years since, I 
have owned many more of them. 
And, probably because it is a com- 
mon token, I never gave it much 
thought until recently, when my sis- 
ter described one and asked if I knew 
anything about it. She has absolutely 
no interest in numismatics, but was 
inquiring on behalf of a friend who 
owned a specimen and wanted to 
know what it was. 

After explaining what Civil War 
tokens are and how they were used, I 
forgot all about the inquiry until last 
week, when my sister E-mailed me a 
copy of a message from her friend. 
The communique said in part, “If 


your brother wouldn’t mind, I’d love 
to have more information on the to- 
ken. Henry Welles was a druggist

and was instrumental in the forma- 
tion of Memorial Day. Waterloo is 
the nationally recognized birthplace 
of Memorial Day.” 

My sister’s friend referenced a 
web site that provided additional in- 
formation on Memorial Day: 

In 1865, Henry C. Welles, a drug- 
gist in the village of Waterloo, NY, 
mentioned at a social gathering that 
honor should be shown to the patri- 



otic dead of the Civil War by deco- 
rating their graves. 

In the Spring of 1866, he again 
mentioned this subject to General 
John B. Murray, Seneca County 
Clerk. General Murray embraced 
the idea and a committee was for- 
mulated to plan a day devoted to 
honoring the dead. 

Townspeople adopted the idea 
wholeheartedly. Wreaths, crosses 
and bouquets were made for each 
veteran’s grave. The village was 
decorated with flags at half mast 
and draped with evergreen boughs 
and mourning black streamers. 

On May 5, 1866, civic societies 
joined the procession to the three 
existing cemeteries and were led by 
veterans marching to martial music. 

At each cemetery there were im- 
pressive and lengthy services includ- 
ing speeches by General Murray and 
a local clergyman. The ceremonies 
were repeated on May 5, 1867. 

On May 5, 1868, General John A. 
Logan, first commander of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, issued 
General Order No. 1 1, which estab- 
lished Memorial Day, or “Decora- 
tion Day” as it then was known. Lo- 
gan decreed it “for the purpose of 
strewing with flowers or otherwise 
decorating the graves of comrades 
who died in defense of their country 
during the late rebellion.” The ac- 
tual date of the ceremony was May 
30. Logan went on to say that he 
hoped the ceremony would “be kept 
up from year to year.” In 1882 the 
Grand Army of the Republic sug-

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gested the name of the ceremony be 
changed to “Memorial Day.” 

In 1874 Rhode Island declared it a 
legal holiday, Vermont followed 
two years later, and by 1910 it was a 
legal holiday in most states. In 1966 
Waterloo, New York, was recog- 
nized by the United States govern- 
ment as the birthplace of Memorial 
Day. An antebellum home on Wa- 
terloo’s Main Street has been re- 
stored and now serves as a Memorial 
Day museum. 

While writing this column, I had a 
nagging feeling that I had seen an 
article about Welles and his token. A 
search of back issues of The Civil 
War Token Journal turned up an arti- 
cle by Tom Fredette in the Spring 
1999 issue. Titled “A Summer Ad- 
venture,” it describes the author’s 
visit to Waterloo in search of infor- 


mation concerning the token. He 
visited the Memorial Day museum 
and notes that equipment from 
Welles’ pharmacy was on display, 
along with various articles from his 
home. Fredette established the prob- 
able site of Henry C. Welles’ phar- 
macy and bookstore as the corner of 
Virginia and Main streets, where a 
Chinese restaurant now stands. 

So there you have it: a common 
token with connections to a national 
holiday. Perhaps some might find it 
boring, but for me, stories like this 
are part of the reason I’ve been en- 
grossed in the hobby of token col- 
lecting for so many years.

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Deification or Damnatio : 
The Verdict of Posterity 


l 


T hroughout the long 
centuries of Rome’s imper- 
ial rule over the Mediter- 
ranean world and beyond, the throne 
of the Caesars was occupied by an ex- 
traordinary variety of individuals. 
They ranged from emperors border- 
ing on the saintly, such as Marcus 
Aurelius, to those whose very names 
have come down to modern times as 
the embodiment of evil and deca- 
dence. In the latter category fall 
tyrants Caligula and Nero, both of 
Rome’s first imperial dynasty (the 
Julio-Claudian), who thus gave early 
warning of the inherent dangers of 
placing young and inexperienced 
individuals in positions of absolute 
power. The empire’s founder, Caesar 
Augustus, should perhaps have antici- 
pated and attempted to forestall this 
danger by building some preventative 
measure into his new constitution. 
But no such measure was enacted 
and, in any case, probably could never 
have been effectively implemented. 
The modern verdict on the Cae- 


sars appears generally to coincide 
with contemporary opinions. This 
is scarcely surprising, as much of

what we know has come down to us 
through the works of ancient histori- 
ans, though various writers of a more 
compassionate age have attempted 
to rehabilitate the reputations of cer- 
tain individuals (such as Claudius and 
Domitian) who were less favorably 
judged by their contemporaries. 

The authors of antiquity, however, 
tended to be strongly influenced — 
either through their personal convic- 
tions or the political motives of their

patrons — to present a picture that, at 
best, might be described as biased 
and at worst quite unreasonably hos- 
tile or fawningly subservient. In view 
of this, it is useful to have another 
contemporary source of information 
that does not rely on the motives of a 
particular writer and is not subject to 
the possible corruptions of a much 
later copyist. That source is the coin- 
age of Imperial Rome. But, bear in 
mind that although coinage provides 
the uncontaminated evidence of an- 
tiquity, it, too, was subject to a pow- 
erful bias — that of the regime under 
which the currency was made. 

Of Rome’s five Julio-Claudian em- 
perors, only one, Augustus, received 
lasting approbation and was num- 
bered among the gods of the Roman 
State. This is attested by the im- 
mense volume of coins issued posthu- 
mously in his name by many of his 
successors, right down to the time of 
Trajan Decius almost 250 years later. 

Claudius also was deified. But 
the coinage issued by his immediate 
successor to commemorate the new 
god was on a very modest scale, and 
thereafter a hostile tradition chose to 
ignore Claudius’ divine honors. 

At the other end of the spectrum, 
Nero was formally condemned to 
damnatio memoriae (“condemnation of 
memory”), a truly drastic step in- 
tended to eradicate the record of the 
accursed subject by removing his 
public monuments and statues, and 
erasing his name from inscriptions. 
To what extent such measures were 
extended to coinage is open to de- 
bate, but it seems that official policy 
rarely called for withdrawal of money

from circulation for political reasons. 
Damnatio memoriae probably was re- 
stricted to melting newly struck coins 
held by the mint. 

Condemned rulers faced other 
hostility communicated through coin- 
age. Some was of a purely personal 
nature, such as a slash across the face 
of an imperial portrait; others clearly 
were officially sanctioned, involving 
the careful erasure of a portrait and 
name from a circulating coin. 

The best-known examples of this 
type of damnatio are found on pro- 
vincial (“Greek Imperial”) issues 
bearing the confronted heads of 
brothers Caracalla and Geta, sons of 
Septimius Severus. Following Cara- 
calla’s fratricidal murder of Geta in 
A.D. 212, the emperor tried to justify 
his heinous crime by demonstrating 
that his brother had not been fit even 


to live, let alone share the imperial 
throne. Despite these desperate and 
vindictive measures, the regular coin- 
age of Geta issued in his sole name 
seems unaffected, though numerous 
inscriptions and monuments (includ- 
ing the celebrated Arch of Severus in 
the Roman Forum) bear mute testa- 


ment to Caraealla’s passionate hatred 
of his younger brother. 

In addition to Nero, a number of 
other emperors suffered damnatio 
memoriae for their crimes against the 
state: Domitian (reigned 81-96), Com- 
modus (177-92), Didius Julianus 
(193) and Elagabalus (218-22). The

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case of Commodus is of particular 
interest as, despite his damnatio , 
his memory was revived by two of 
his successors. 

Septimius Severus (193-211), anx- 
ious to legitimize his newly estab- 
lished dynasty, in 195 adopted him- 
self into the Antonine House and 
changed the name of his elder son 
from Bassianus to M. Aurelius An- 
toninus. The only drawback of this 
arrangement was that he now had 
to recognize the late emperor Com- 
modus as his brother. Accordingly, 
the disgraced and condemned son 
of Marcus Aurelius was quietly re- 
stored to favor and actually deified 
by the new regime in 197. Even after 
the final downfall of the Severan 
House in 235, the memory of Com- 
modus survived sufficiently untar- 
nished to allow his inclusion in the 


series of Imperial “Divi” honored on 
the coinage of Trajan Decius (issued 
in 250-51). 

The list of other emperors simi- 
larly commemorated by Decius pro- 
vides a fascinating insight into offi- 
cial thinking regarding the empire’s 
past heroes. The mid-3rd-century 
Roman government gave numismatic 
recognition to 1 1 rulers: Augustus, 
Vespasian, Titus, Nerva, Trajan, Ha- 
drian, Antoninus Pius, Marcus Aure- 
lius, Commodus, Septimius Severus 
and Severus Alexander. Oddly, the 
last never was formally deified; while 
a number of others who had been de- 
ified, such as Claudius, Lucius Verus, 
Pertinax and Caracalla (not to men- 
tion Julius Caesar), were pointedly 
ignored by Decius. 

Ironically, the last emperor to be 
counted among the “Divi” and so 


honored on coinage was none other 
than the Empire’s first Christian 
ruler, Constantine the Great. This 
blatantly sacrilegious issue is not easy 
to explain and is symptomatic of the 
slow and awkward transition from 
paganism, which typified the history 
of Christianity in the Roman Empire 
during the 4th century. One of the 
reverse types of this coinage, pro- 
duced for several years under Con- 
stantine’s sons and successors, shows 
the late ruler being carried up to 
heaven in a chariot, the hand of god 
extended from above to greet him. 

Thus, the emperor no longer was 
regarded as a deity (despite the title 
of Divus), but instead was being 
greeted by a god whose representa- 
tive on earth he had been. The stage 
was set for an entirely new phase of 
world history. •

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Old Dogs and New Tricks 


F OR THOSE of you thinking 
of adding a computer to your 
growing list of household ap- 
pliances, or who consider yourselves 
“too old” (or “too anything”) to make 
use of this technology, this month’s 
column is for you. If you’ve resisted 
buying a computer for any of a dozen 
seemingly valid reasons, it might just 
be time to change your mind. 

One of the most common com- 
plaints I hear from fellow senior citi- 
zens is that they don’t fit into the 
Computer Age. They haven’t kept 
pace with progress. Unfortunately, 
people retire every day without a 
clue as to what to do with their time. 
They worked hard up to the mo- 
ment of retirement, never bothered 
to start a hobby when their minds 
were “sharp,” and now look help- 
lessly at the clock, wondering what 
to do next. Around retirement com- 
munities, the most common com- 
plaint I hear is, “If that husband /wife 
of mine doesn’t get out from under- 
foot, I’m going to scream!” 

While a computer is not the com- 
plete panacea for boredom, it does 
hold promise for those who already 
are involved in numismatics, as well 
as folks who are casting about for 
something to do. One of the things 
we often forget is that a hobby is sup- 
posed to be fun. The fact is, a com- 
puter can make coin collecting even 
more enjoyable. In addition to con- 
necting you with others who share 
your interests, a computer with an 
Internet connection will help allevi- 
ate that uncomfortable feeling that 
the world is passing you by. 

Serious coin collectors are secre- 
tive by nature, often keeping their 
collecting habits to themselves. This 


is where a computer fits right in. 
You can satisfy the urge to meet 
new friends and even brag a bit 



about your collection while remain- 
ing anonymous. (After spending 
most of five decades in the business 
of gathering and reporting the news, 
I personally am not concerned with 
anonymity.) You can pick any “screen 
name” you want, as long as someone 
else isn’t already using it. 

One of the many areas in which a 
computer really shines is if you hap- 
pen to specialize in some obscure 
numismatic item. In the course of 
everyday life, you may never run 
into another like-minded collector. 
With a computer, you might dis- 
cover that one other person who col- 
lects Antarctic hacienda tokens and, 
within minutes, find yourself corre- 
sponding like old friends. Or, with a 
little searching, you may be able to 
track down that friend you traded 
coins with 40 years ago. (He or she 
might have taken the leap into the 
Computer Age as well!) 

All in all, even the most basic 
knowledge of computers can add im- 
measurably to the fun of collecting, 
so why not try it? If you’d like to 
“test drive” a model before you buy, 
check your local library. Chances are 


it has one set up that you can use, ei- 
ther free or for a nominal charge. 
Someone likely will be on hand to 
teach you how to turn on the switch 
(just like a light switch in your 
home!) and guide your first forays 
into the world of the Internet.

♦ Want to find someone or simply 
explore the World Wide Web? 
Then GO! r www.go.com ). This site 
is a great resource, providing every- 
thing from stock quotes and weather 
reports to driving directions and 
horoscopes. Once logged onto the 
GO network, you will have access to 
many of the main “search engines,” 
which allow you to browse the web. 
While the results may overlap, the 
thousands of sites, messages and 
databases these search mechanisms 
uncover in a matter of seconds can 
keep you busy for weeks. (In an on- 
line “shop,” I found a pair of earrings 
for my wife’s birthday — for about a 
sixth of the price asked on another 
site. Coins are not the only thing you 
can “cherrypick” on the Web!)

It’s always there; you 
just need to know where to look. 

Pursuit of the hobby was not on 
the agenda when my wife, Mary Ann, 
and I signed on with Captain Anne 
Baxter for a half-day cruise aboard 
her small, outboard speedboat. With 
our sole shelter from the Florida sun 
being a navy-blue, canvas canopy (I 
think they’re called “Bimini tops”), 
our mission was to explore the waters 
of the Florida Keys. 

With camera in hand, we set off 
in search of manatee and dolphin 
and to visit the shallow bays along 
the Keys. Our objective was to in- 
dulge in a brief interlude of snorkel- 
ing, a sport that always brings to 
mind pirate treasure, no matter how 
shallow the water. We crisscrossed 
the Intracoastal Highway, cruising 
both the Atlantic Ocean and the out- 
reaches of the Florida Everglades 


along the Gulf of Mexico. 

Captain Anne turned out to be a

ranger and marine ecology instruc- 
tor. She also knew her local history. 
As the sun began to set, we turned 
northeast to return to port at Isla- 
morada. On the horizon, some 2'h 
miles offshore, a tall structure came 
into view. It looked very much like an 
oil rig. Captain Anne seemed to read 
our thoughts and corrected us. 


“That,” she said authoritatively, 
“is Alligator Reef Lighthouse.” It 
had been standing sentinel there 
since 1873, she explained. 

In the decade between 1848 and 
1858, more than 600 vessels were 
wrecked on the reefs along the 
Florida coast. Not all the losses were 
accidental. Many a nefarious wrecker 
led ships onto the reefs for bounty 
and salvage. In 1857 Congress au- 
thorized the building and mainte- 
nance of a lighthouse on Alligator 
Reef; however, the Civil War de- 
layed construction until 1870. 

The lighthouse initially was built 
in Cold Spring, New York, disassem- 
bled and shipped down the Atlantic 
Coast to Alligator Reef. A huge, 
steam-powered pile driver anchored 
the structure in the coral. Rising 136 
feet above sea level, the tower had liv- 
ing quarters built high in its upper 
reaches. The lighthouse was manned 
until it was automated in 1963.

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“Why call it ‘Alligator Reef’?” I 
asked. “Surely no such creature would 
venture this far out in saltwater.” 

Captain Anne responded with her 
own question. “Did you ever hear of 
the U.S.S. Alligator ?” 

“Yes,” I replied, and in an instant I 
was reminded of a great numismatic 
story, thanks to the coins the Pobjoy 
Mint produces for the Republic of 
Liberia. The U.S.S. Alligator is pic- 
tured in the Liberian coat of arms 
displayed on the reverse of most 
of this African nation’s modern 
coins. The Alligator was no small 
ship. Weighing 175 tons, it was 86 
feet long and schooner-rigged. It was 
built at the Boston Navy Yard and 
launched in 1820. 

In the early 1800s, no ship was 
safe sailing the waters around the 
Keys and southward to the West In- 


dies. The United States government 
ordered the U.S.S. Alligator into ac- 
tion to put an end to the booming 
business of slave trading and piracy. 

Captain Anne and I swapped sto- 
ries about the ship’s history. One 
yarn was as intriguing as the next. 
My story had a numismatic connec- 
tion. The Alligator made two trips to 
the coast of Africa, one of which fig- 
ures into the reason the vessel is 
portrayed on Liberian coinage to 
this day. Liberia was Africa’s first 
republic, founded in 1822 through 
the American Colonization Society’s 
efforts to find a home for freed 
slaves. The Alligator brought the 
first settlers to the colony (then 
called “Monrovia”). Over the course 
of 40 years, nearly 12,000 former 
slaves volunteered for relocation. 
The colony officially became the 


Republic of Liberia in 1847. 

Captain Anne’s story focused on 
the Alligator's demise. Late one 
evening in the early winter of 1822, 
the ship ran aground on what was 
then known as “Carysford Reef.” 
Her crew labored for three days to 
free her. When all efforts failed, the 
captain ordered all hands to abandon 
ship, moving what could be saved to 
a sister ship (the Ann Maria) and 
then blowing up the Alligator to 
keep any salvage from pirates. 

Today, two sections of the Alliga- 
tor's hull, including some rigging, 
cannon balls and gun carriages, lie on 
the shallow ocean floor. Nature has 
wrapped them in the very coral re- 
sponsible for destroying the ship. 
The Alligator's story is so intriguing, 
I plan a return visit soon. We all need 
a little adventure now and then. •

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Telemarketers Return to the Coin Business 


I T LOOKS LIKE telemarketers 
are back in the coin business. I 
personally have not heard from 
any of them yet, but I have received 
reports. They probably are the same 
people who sold coins when the 
market was hot, then switched to 
other kinds of “investments,” pass- 
ing themselves off as experts on 
whatever was of interest at the mo- 
ment. It doesn’t matter to them if 
you buy precious metals, gems or 
real estate, they always are willing to 
take your money. 

In one sense, I suppose it is a good 
sign that they are turning their at- 
tention to numismatics. It indicates 
a renewed interest in coins by the 
general public and a new generation 
of collectors, but that cannot offset 
the damage telemarketers can do by 
fleecing the public. If the new wave 
of telephone solicitations is as insidi- 
ous as some past promotions, we all 
must work hard to stamp it out. 

Solicitors usually convince an in- 
vestor that there is big money to he 
made by buying rare coins. In the 
past, some of the most widely touted 
items were California fractional gold 
coins, certainly unusual and even 
quite rare, but hardly worth the high 
prices asked by telephone “coun- 
selors.” To the uninitiated, anything 
“scarce” or “rare” equates to “valu- 
able” and thus a potential investment. 
It sounds promising in their glib spiel, 
but it doesn’t always work that way. 

Exercise caution when buying 
anything that is not a well-known or 
predictable product. Not all tele- 
phone solicitations are scams, and 
it is wise to learn as much as possible 
about the sellers and what is being 
offered. Ask if the marketers are 


members of the ANA or the Profes- 
sional Numismatists Guild. If there 
is any hedging, you know where they

stand on ethics. 

If you or your friends are ap- 
proached with a suspicious-sounding 
solicitation, find out who the pro- 
moters are and report them. You can

Do not hurry to 
send for one — supplies were limited, 
and they may be gone by now.

Unless you live on a deserted island, 
you have seen one or more ads for 
the 50 State Quarters™. I think they 
are great. They are just what was 
needed to bring more attention to 
the collecting hobby. Yes, some of 
the promotions are high priced, but 
most are quite sensible and present 
coin collecting as an enjoyable, en- 
tertaining and educational activity. 

One of the most prevalent ads has 
saturated television and newspapers. 
It offers a colorful map, five uncircu- 
lated 1999 quarters and a booklet 
with information about each state — 
all for only $19.99 plus $5.99 post- 
age, with discounts for multiple 
orders. Will this build a new gener- 
ation of collectors? You bet! The 
price may be a bit higher than what 
some dealers are charging for similar 
items, but it is not out of line. 

In recent months, there has been 
such a demand for 50 State Quarters 
that dealers are paying a substantial 
premium for some early 1999 re- 
leases. If this trend continues (as we 
all secretly hope it does), offerings at 
$19.99 soon will seem like a bargain.

relics. I guess they are getting mixed 
up with this millennium business and 
forgetting which century is which. •

■ Q. David Bowers’ newest tome, 
The Rare Silver Dollars Dated 
1804 and the Exciting Adventures 
of Edmund Roberts (ANA Library 
Cat. No. GB20.B6r), is a detailed 
numismatic exploration of the his- 
tory and influence of the popular 
1804-dated silver dollar — “The King 
of Coins.”

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without reducing or eliminating any 
member services. The ANA, like all 
businesses and organizations, is faced 
with increasing expenses, from post- 
age costs (as much as 12 percent) to 
convention center rentals (5 per- 
cent),” she explains. “While Board 
members agreed to a number of ex- 
penditure cuts — primarily travel — 
they recognized the need to approve 
modest increases in membership dues 
(10.9 percent) and magazine advertis- 
ing rates (3 percent) to balance our 
income against overall expenses.” 

Revenue for the 2000-01 fiscal 
year is expected to rise by 2.7 per- 
cent, with nearly $814,000 com- 
ing from dues; $660,000 from in- 
vestment earnings; $587,000 from 
bourse fees; and $425,000 in dona- 
tions and grants. Expenditures in- 
clude a 3-percent cost-of-living 
salary increase for ANA staff. Offi- 
cers’ expenses were cut nearly 40 
percent, while staff travel and ex- 
penses were reduced 22 percent.

First Steam Press 

r The first steam press used by the 

* United States Mint was transferred 
to the ANA in a special ceremony in 
Philadelphia on March 23. Plans to 

* strike gold, silver and copper medals 

r at The Franklin Institute Science 

. Museum in Philadelphia were post- 

poned because of last-minute me- 
chanical problems with the press. 

( According to ANA Education Di- 
rector Gail Baker, coordinator of the 
project, the press will be repaired by 
Joe Rust of The Gallery Mint Mu- 
1 seum in Eureka Springs, Arkansas. 

Once operational, the press will be 
) shipped to the ANA Money Museum 

in Colorado Springs for display. 

The medals, which were to he 
struck on the 164th anniversary of 
initial operation of the press, will be 
issued at a later date. Baker noted

that the gold and silver medals are 
sold out and only copper specimens 
remain available at $20 each (plus $5 
shipping and handling). Proceeds 
from the sale of the pieces will offset 
the costs associated with refurbish- 
ing and moving the press. 

At the ceremonies on March 23, 
Dennis Wint, president and chief 
executive officer of The Franklin In- 
stitute, formally presented the press 
to the ANA. Founded in 1824 to 
teach the mechanical arts and cele- 
brate Benjamin Franklin’s scientific 
legacy, the Institute has displayed 
the machine since 1927 and operated 
it for many years. 

Prior to the introduction of this 
steam-powered machine in 1836, the 
United States Mint produced coins 
on manually operated screw presses. 
The semi-automated lever steam 
press greatly sped up the minting 
process. However, by 1874 technol- 
ogy had improved and the Mint dis- 
continued its use. 


The following year, George B. 
Soley, a Philadelphia die sinker, 
bought the machine to strike com- 
memorative medals and tokens. Af- 
ter his death, Soley’s widow gave the 
press to The Franklin Institute Sci- 
ence Museum, where it was retrofit- 
ted for electricity and used to strike 
medals for visitors. 

Ron Landis of the Gallery Mint 
hand-engraved new dies for the 
March 23 striking ceremony. He 
adapted a design by 19th-century 
Mint Chief Engraver Christian Go- 
brecht, who created the original 
medal struck on this press. 

Edward John Gobrecht Jr., a 
sixth-generation nephew of Christian 
Gobrecht, attended the ceremony 
with his two sons. Representing The 
Franklin Institute were Vice Presi- 
dent Woodrow Leake, Vice Presi- 
dent of Operations Lawrence Fisher, 
and Senior Curator John Alviti. Also

Most larger web sites offer buyers 
an opportunity to evaluate the sellers 
and their service. In some cases, 
buyers are asked to rate a seller us- 
ing positive or negative numbers 
(obviously, the lower the number, 
the more cautious you should be). 
On other sites, buyers can relate 
their experiences and express their 
opinions on a “feedback” page. Both 
methods give potential buyers an 
idea of the seller’s credibility. It is up 
to you to decide if you wish to pur- 
sue a purchase. 

Before you buy, check the fine 
print. The terms of sale should be 
reasonable and honest. Is the seller 
a member of a national or regional 
coin club? How are the coins 
graded — by the book or by guess- 
ing? What about sales tax and post- 
age? Some dealers will not ship 
outside their country. 

If you cannot find all the answers 
on the web site, try E-mailing the seller 
(most web sites include an E-mail 
address). Do not be shy. Send the 
firm or individual your question(s), 
allowing a reasonable amount of time 
for a response. Do not expect an an- 
swer within 24 hours; many sellers 
manage a business or are employed 
full-time. If they are sincere and 
want your business, they will satisfy 
your request for information at their 
earliest convenience. 

Study Values and Prices 

The LAWS OF supply and demand 
that govern the numismatic market 
also apply to the Internet, affecting 
coin price, quality and availabil- 
ity. Armed with a little knowledge, 
collectors can avoid pitfalls and buy 
with confidence. 

Always shop and compare, visiting 


a variety of web sites before making 
any decisions. You might find that 
1926-S Buffalo nickel on another 
site for a lower price with more fa- 
vorable terms of sale. With a little 
time and patience, you can save 
money and still get a really nice coin. 

While searching, keep a recent 
price guide handy. Some web sites 
even post current retail coin values. 
Both resources will give you insight 
into the coin market and help you 
make a wise decision. However, re- 
member that these are merely guides 
intended to help you weed out those 
items whose prices are questionable. 
Lists of prices realized, available at 
certain online auction sites, perhaps 
are more valuable tools. They often 
prove more accurate than current 
price guides and provide estimates of 
the true market value of some coins. 

A knowledge of market values will 
help you steer clear of problems. 
Overpriced specimens likely are 
overgraded, while underpriced items 
could be hiding imperfections. In 
addition, not all sellers know how to 
grade coins correctly and therefore 
might not price them accurately. 

Certified or Uncertified Coins? 

The majority OF coins offered 
for sale on Internet sites are certified 
and encapsulated by leading grading 
services. They tend to sell better 
than uncertified (raw) pieces and 
bring higher prices. Encapsulated 
(or “slabbed”) coins also help allevi- 
ate the uncertainty of buying speci- 
mens sight-unseen. 

Whether to buy coins certified or 
raw is totally up to you. Excellent 
uncertified pieces can be found, but 
be cautious. Do not buy raw coins 
from anyone who gives you reason 
to believe his grading practices are 
unorthodox. Coins described by ad- 
jectives only (such as “new,” “shiny”

or even “uncirculated”) should be 
viewed with suspicion. As noted pre- 
viously, never estimate a coin’s con- 
dition based on a digital photograph. 

Using the Internet to add 
coins to your collection is easy and 
affordable, and can be done from the 
comfort of your own home. While I 
hope it never replaces the more tra- 
ditional ways of building a collec- 
tion, it is having a profound impact 
on the structure and movement of 
the coin market. 

Regardless of your source of coin 
purchases, always keep a few impor- 
tant things in mind. Use common 
sense; never feel pressured to buy a 
coin that does not feel “right.” (If 
something seems too good to be true, 
it usually is.) Educate yourself. Do 
the research and have patience. If you 
follow this advice, you will find buy- 
ing coins on the Internet to be a re- 
warding experience. •

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Grading Cormet Double Eagles 


T he discovery of gold 
in California prompted the 
introduction of both the 
gold dollar and the double eagle 
($20 piece). Problems with dies and 
bickering within the United States 
Mint delayed production of the lat- 
ter until 1850. After that time, how- 
ever, coins bearing designer James 
B. Longacre’s Coronet Liberty were 
coined annually through 1907. 

Within the Coronet $20 series are 
three lesser subtypes. The first was 
minted until 1866, when modifica- 
tions were made to the reverse, in- 
cluding the addition of the motto IN 
GOD WE TRUST. In 1877 Liberty’s 
bust was sharpened and reposi- 
tioned, and the denomination was 
spelled out in full. This third sub- 
type continued through the end of 
the series. 

So many coins comprise this series 
that a comprehensive grading study 
is impossible within the space of this 
column. However, you may find

very ill-defined. This lack of defini- 
tion is aggravated further by the 
tendency of so many of these coins 
(particularly those minted at the 
New Orleans facility) to be softly 
struck on their high points. 

Type 2 issues of 1866-76 have 
sharper details, yet the Carson City 
issues are typically a bit weak in the 
central details. Type 3 Coronet 
$20s, minted from 1877 to 1907, of- 
fer the best overall quality. In addi- 
tion, they are far more likely to be 
found uncirculated because they 
were shipped overseas and stored as 
gold reserves, resurfacing in the 
decades after World War II. In con- 
trast, earlier issues often entered do- 
mestic circulation and became worn. 

High-grade examples of any date 
are rarities. Because of their great 
size and weight, most pieces suffered 
numerous contact marks and abra- 
sions. Mint State (MS) Type 1 speci- 
mens were quite scarce until the re- 
covery of large numbers of these 
coins from a pair of shipwrecks. The 
steamer Brother Jonathan has fur- 
nished collectors with a generous 
supply of mint-state 1864-S and 
1865-S $20s. The Central America 


included in its cargo many examples 
of the 1857-S double eagle. All these 
coins previously were scarce in mint 
state and genuinely rare in gem con- 
dition (MS-65 or higher). While 
most of the recovered pieces fall short 
of the gem level, there are enough 
MS-63 and MS-64 coins to satisfy 
type collectors in the near future. 

Type 2 $20s remain quite rare in 
MS-63 and higher, though there 
seems to be an abundant supply of 
these coins in the lower mint-state 
grades. The pieces available most of- 
ten are the 1873 and 1876-S. Type 3 
double eagles include some of the 
most common coins in the series, 
such as 1900, 1904, 1904-S and 
1907. All these coins are quite com- 
mon in grades up to and including 
MS-64. At the MS-65 level, only the 
1904 Philadelphia issue can be con- 
sidered common. 

While most double eagles of the 
Coronet type exhibit numerous con- 
tact marks and abrasions, the loca- 
tion and severity of these flaws may 
vary. Obviously, a deep mark is more 
detrimental to a coin’s grade than a 
shallow one, but the location of such 
marks also is critical. Marks appear- 
ing on Liberty’s face are especially 
serious, but those within the open 
fields are equally important in deter- 
mining grade. The area just in front 
of Liberty’s face draws the viewer’s 
eye, and flaws in this space weigh 
heavily in grading. 

As a general rule, the reverse of 
this coin type is less critical in deter- 
mining grade, the obverse being the 
“money side.” Nevertheless, damage 
to a mintmark and/or the surround- 
ing field can affect a coin’s grade to 
some degree. • 
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Toned Morgans Surprise Owner 


T he following letter 
underscores the importance 
of properly storing your 
coins and checking them regularly to 
insure that no undesirable changes 
are taking place. Don’t let this hap- 
pen to you! 

Q. About 20 years ago, I completed a 
set of mostly uncirculated Morgan 
dollars. The majority of the coins 
were untoned (which is something I 
prefer). I placed the set in an album 
with sliding, plastic windows and 
stored it in a safe-deposit box. My in- 
terest in coins recently was rekindled, 
so I checked the dollars. What a sur- 
prise! The pieces were heavily and 


unevenly oxidized. I’d like my set to 
be brilliant again. What are your rec- 
ommendations for proper cleaning?

Also I’d like to know how to store 
these pieces, as well as additional sets, 
in a better way. 

— J.C., Louisiana 


A. I recommend that you use nothing 
to clean your coins. They are better 
off left as they are. Any form of 
cleaning that removes oxidation will 
also remove metal from the coin’s 
surface, causing damage and devalua- 
tion. (However, I will concede that 
some non-abrasive cleaning methods 
remove very little metal.) “Dipping” 
(immersing the coins in a commer- 
cially available thiourea solution) may 
work well in some instances, but this 
should be evaluated by someone with 
sufficient numismatic expertise. 

The toning on your coins probably 
was caused by a combination of the 
cardboard album’s sulfur content and 
the ambient temperature and humid-

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ity of the storage environment. Be- 
cause of this commonplace but seri- 
ous problem, I do not recommend 
this type of album. 

The album’s sliding, plastic (ac- 
etate) windows are another area of 
concern. They can cause scratches if 
they come in contact with coins as 
they are inserted or removed. 

Fortunately, many more good 
storage options now exist than were 
available when you put away your 
collection 20 years ago. You might 
consider sending the key pieces and 
any high-grade coins for encapsula- 
tion by one of the major grading ser- 
vices. These holders — or “slabs” — are 
chemically inert and do a good job of 
keeping out humidity and minimiz- 
ing air exchange. 

For the preservation of the rest of 
your collection, you might want to 


consider investing in a lucite (acrylic) 
album made specifically for Morgan 
dollars. A new one (likely three or 
four “pages”) could prove somewhat 
expensive, but it is a worthwhile in- 
vestment if you want to protect a 
valuable collection. With persistence 
and luck, you may be able to find 
cheaper — or even free — used albums 
from a local coin dealer.

Postmaster Spiro also described some 
intriguing canteen scandals: 

I don’t wish to say too much about 
the canteen because canteen scan- 
dals were in so narrow a community 
a subject of frequent discussion, of 
political crisis and all that went with 
it. There were some people at some 
times involved in the canteen pur- 
chasing and selling procedures who 
probably worked not in the most al- 
truistic fashion. I cannot prove any- 
thing but one was constantly aware 
of this. One was very often negoti- 
ating with these people because the 
camp administration depended on 
their revenue, their profit, for its 
ability to maintain the communal 
services. And this was a task which 
the camp supervisor had to perform. 

More Discoveries 

Another morning on our visit 
to the Isle was spent photographing 
the Onchan camp, which was the 
largest camp site and situated just 
northeast of Douglas. On the way 
back, we decided to try to find some 
new information by visiting another 
site — this time the Hydra Hotel, 
which had been a part of the Palace 
camp. Again, we struck pay dirt. The 
manager told us that the former 
owner of the hotel, Hilary Guard, 
was a bank note collector. He con- 
tacted Guard and set up a meeting. 

We ended up spending the next 
morning in Guard’s attic. Obviously 
he was a “collector” with a capital 
“C”! We surveyed dozens of great 
items, including letters from camp 
commandants regarding camp 
money, internment camp newspa- 
pers, magazines, photos and the like. 
Guard was great. He even rang up 
the island’s main numismatic dealer, 
Alan Rodgers, who took us to visit 


Peel and the Camp Peveril site. Then 
it was back to Douglas and more 
time at the museum. 

We had fun on the island. We 
even spent some time at the Stakis 
Casino. (The junior member of the 
team [Hammarsten] was not allowed 
into the gaming room because he 
was wearing jeans, but the senior 
member managed to quickly win a 
few pounds.) 

On our last evening in Douglas, 
we ate at the elegant Sefton Hotel 
(the site of one of the internment 
camps), which is being refurbished. 
The food was quite good, yet sitting 
there felt strange; thoughts of what 
it had been like nearly 60 years ago 
kept entering our minds. It seemed 
satisfying, somehow, that the hotel 
still was performing the service it 
was designed for — to house and feed 
people; Of course, now it is accom- 
plishing its mission in a much more 
pleasing fashion than it did all those 
many years ago. 

All in all, we had a most produc- 


tive experience. We completely 
filled three CDs with hundreds of 
scanned images, and much of the ad- 
ditional information we documented 
will appear in a book about World 
War II camp money scheduled for 
publication in a year or so. 
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The authors took an investigatory excursion to the Peveril camp site in Peel, 
which was the source of many of the canteen notes archived in the Manx Museum 
in Douglas.

Irish Florin Highlights 
International Coin Fair 

Whyte’s of Dublin, Ireland, held an 
auction on February 25 in conjunc- 
tion with the Irish International 
Coin Fair. The 812 lots consisted of 
coins, tokens, bank notes and other 
numismatic items. Highlights in- 
cluded the rarest coin issued by 
the Irish Free State or the Repub- 
lic of Ireland, 1928 to date — a 1943 
florin, or 2-shilling piece. The un- 
circulated example sold for £15,500. 
(With the currency exchange and 
15-percent buyer’s commission, the 
price was approximately US$2 1 ,860.) 
Another item of interest was a book 
written by members of the Coinage 
Design Committee in 1928; it sold 
for £260, nearly four times the pre- 
sale estimate. 

Approximately 24 hours prior to 
the sale, Whyte’s posted a list of 
“starting prices” on its web site. In 
addition, bids were accepted via 
E-mail and telephone up to one 
hour before the sale began. For

An undated, 
Sinkiang (Chinese Turkestan), sil- 
ver, Sungarei-pattern dragon dollar 
heads the Piedmont Collection’s list 
of memorable Chinese selections.

Hinterland Hellenism: 
Lykkeios’ Paeonian Stater 

One of the most attractive ancient 
Greek coins in the ANA Museum’s 
collection is a silver piece from what 
would have been considered in clas- 
sical antiquity as the hinterland of 
the Hellenic world. The piece is a 
Paeonian stater (sometimes known as 
a “Phoenician/Macedonian standard 
tetradrachm”) of King Lykkeios, who 
is believed to have reigned c. 359-340 
B.C. It is a recent donation from 
Kerry K. Wetterstrom, editor/pub- 
lisher of The Celator (a monthly maga- 
zine devoted to fostering the study 
and collection of early coins produced 
from hand-cut dies). 

Ancient Paeonia was situated in 
the interior highlands of Macedonia, 
a part of the world regarded by most 
other Hellenes (Greeks) at the time 
as a citadel of barbarism. Upon the 
death of King Perdikkas III of Mace- 
don in 359 B.C., the infant Amyntas 
IV (359-357 B.C.) was brought to the 
throne under the regency of Philip 
(II). However, Philip soon took the 
throne himself and began a mighty 
series of campaigns to dominate the 
Greek mainland, culminating in his 
son Alexander’s eventual conquest of 
most of the known ancient world. 

During the period of uncertainty 
before Philip II consolidated his 
power, Paeonian tribesmen rebelled 
and prepared to invade the Mace- 
donian Kingdom’s heartland. Philip 
bought them off and invaded their 
territories the following year (358). 
He was able to subject them to his 
authority to some degree, but they 
established their own monarchy 


under Lykkeios (or Lykpeios or 
Lyppeios) and allied themselves with 
kings of western Thrace and Illyria 
against Philip in 356. 

Lykkeios and his successors must 
have been able to develop an accord 
with the Macedonian Kingdom, 
because they retained sovereignty 
until 286 B.C. Like their Macedo- 
nian rivals, they sought to demon- 
strate their own claim of being truly 
“Greek” and achieve a preeminent 
place among the Hellenic peoples. 

Surviving coins clearly show how 
the little-known Lykkeios had aspi- 
rations to join the Hellenic main- 
stream. He employed die-cutters of 
no mean skill, and the designs them- 
selves are thoroughly classic. The 
obverse displays a handsome portrait 
of Zeus, king of the Olympian gods. 
The choice was, perhaps, an expres-

sion of admiration for, unanimity 
with, or opposition to the person or 
policies of Philip of Macedon (who 
chose to place a similar image of 
Zeus on his own staters). 

Lykkeios’ reverse type features the 
popular image of the heroic demi- 
god Herakles battling the Nemaean 
lion, another thoroughly “civilized,” 
classical theme commonly found at 
this time. The reverse presents the 
king’s name above at the left and 
right of the design, with a bow and 
quiver at the lower right. 

The style and execution of Zeus’ 
head on the coin is quite remarkable 
for its high quality, as is the work on 
the reverse. The fine figure of Her- 
akles, however, displays an early and 
not altogether successful attempt at 
artistic foreshortening. This is ap- 
parent in the placement of what we 
assume is the artist’s depiction of 
Herakles’ right foot, rather than, as 
has been jokingly hypothesized, an 
oddly placed caudal appendage (a 
tail), a malformed penis or (ugh!) a 
piece of excrement. 

Coins of this issue — staters or 
lightweight tetradrachms — were 
considered quite rare until a group 
of them came on the market several 
years ago. One specimen was offered 
at Sotheby’s 1969 sale of the “Pae- 
onian Hoard” (Lot 63). Another 
specimen is recorded in the Collec- 
tion of the American Numismatic 
Society ( Sylloge Numorum Grae- 
corum, No. 1019). •

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Lauding Ft. Lauderdale 


Y ou’ve undoubtedly al- 
ready seen news coverage 
about the recent ANA Na- 
tional Money Show™ (probably on 
Hard Copy , Inside Edition and maybe 
even Judge Judy). But for those who 
missed it, here’s a summary of sig- 
nificant events in Ft. Lauderdale. As 
usual, the following hastily scribbled 
notes are based on my thirty years in 
journalism, my four years on the 
ANA Board, and a significant lack of 
both sleep and a healthy diet. 

Tuesday, February 29: Leap 
Day — an extra 24 hours of numis- 
matic fun! I arrived in Ft. Lau- 
derdale as the town was preparing 
for the ANA show. Obviously, the 
signs along the highway marked 
EVACUATION ROUTE were erected 
in preparation for the usual Saturday 
afternoon scramble of fleeing dealers. 

Wednesday, March 1: During 
show setup, an ANA employee 
brought in 1 3 pizzas for lunch for the 
busy ANA Board and staff, even 
though outside food was not allowed 
under convention center rules. After- 
ward, a Broward County sheriff’s 
deputy sat for hours in a squad car di- 
rectly outside the convention center 
door, perhaps in an effort to prevent 
future clandestine culinary deliveries. 

As a publicity stunt, ANA Public 
Relations Director Steve Bobbitt 
and I spent the first of three 1914-D 
Lincoln pennies, valued at $100 
each, in the Ft. Lauderdale/Miami 
area. The coin was used as pocket 
change at a high-priced confec- 
tionery store on upscale Las Olas 
Boulevard. Three scoops of ice 
cream cost $7.09. You really do need 


a ’14-D to buy “penny candy” there. 
Thursday, March 2: The bourse 
floor opened to dealers promptly at 



2 p.m. (The first “rip” was reported 
within 10 minutes.) The room rever- 
berated with a “buzz” from fast- 
paced dealer-to-dealer trading ... or 
it may have been the effects of the 
concession-stand chili dogs some 
people were eating. 

Only a few ANA members at- 
tended that day’s open meeting of 
the ANA Board. One vented his crit- 
icism of a particular ANA program, 
then abruptly left the room before 
President H. Robert Campbell could 
respond. The diligent Board mem- 
bers deserve better respect. Really. 

Friday, March 3: To promote 
the show, I scheduled a live TV in- 
terview in Miami during a popular 
morning news program. The always- 
affable Dale Rodriguez of Positive 
Protection, Inc., the ANA’s long- 
time security company, made his 
television debut. His hands briefly 
were on camera as he held the frame 
containing two Series 1934 $100,000 
notes brought to the show from the 
ANA Money Museum. The inter- 
view went well, and Rodriguez was 
happy with his debut, but we had to 
get up at 3:45 a.m. for the gig. 

The convention opened to the 
public, and news crews from five 
television stations visited the money- 


filled bourse. When the cameramen 
asked for “free samples,” I handed 
them “$1 million” novelty bank 
notes, purchased earlier from dealer 
Lucien Birkler. 

Saturday, March 4: Former 
ANA Vice President Scott Travers 
proudly displayed $800,000 worth of 
coins purchased for various clients, 
including an exquisite MS-66 1907 
“rolled edge” $10 gold piece. Inter- 
estingly, all three-quarters of a mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of slabbed coins 
were stored in a plastic Baggie®. 

ANA President Campbell and his 
wife, Carol, spent a 1914-D cent at a 
nearby Publix grocery store. No word 
on what they bought, or if their pur- 
chase was sacked in paper or plastic. 

After decades of complaints about 
the lack of youngsters in the hobby, 
the show was filled all weekend with 
eager children, thanks to the joint 
efforts of the ANA, the local com- 
mittee and the United States Mint. 
Still, one grumpy dealer unbeliev- 
ably complained, “There are too 
many kids here!” Go figure. 

Sunday, March 5: On the flight 
home, I mentally solved the ANA 
Board’s perplexing question of 
whether to impose an admission fee 
for non- AN A members who attend 
future conventions. “Why charge 
10,000 people $5 each to get in?” I 
thought. “Simply make it a $2,000 
entrance fee, then only 25 people 
need to show up.” •
